“Kwanetung Prisons. # 


In view of all, that has been suid 
about: prison and-Court reform in 
"China, it is most illumind ting to 
rend ‘the result’ of investigations 
which have been made into the gaols 
of Kwantung province. The state 
of affairs digcloged—and we are 
quoting from the Canton Gazelle— 
cannot be described as ue ‘than, 
‘absolutely disgraceful. is ‘put 
on record, amongst ee things, 
that: prisoners arc sometimes, con- 
fined in gaol for from threé to five 
years Without ‘any trial whatever, 
whilst it not infrequently happens 
that. they are not notified of the 
otYences. ‘ith which they ‘are charg- 
«ad. The: .are underféd, owing 
to “squeeze” extorted from the food 


allowances by gaclers, money is ¢x-- 


tracted from prisoners. when gifts 
are received from relatives of 
friends, whilst new {inmates are 
given a bad time oth. by the old 
prisoners und the gaolers, being 
made to sleep in ‘filthy pliees, often 
beaten and even their clothing 
stolen. These are only a few of 
‘the disclosures made, but, they are 
‘suflicient to show that a truly Jamn- 
entable state of: ‘uffairs. exists 
in these prisons. There are, of 
course, al manner of: proposals 
made for much-needed ‘reform, but 
in view of existing conditions it 
would uppear extremely doubtful 
whether these will ‘be carried out 
for a very long time yet. It is 
when we ponder over conditions 
‘such. as thesé thal we. realise the 
dangers that would attend the abo- | 
‘ition of extra-territoriality in 
Chini, for if the, Chinese are trent- 

eq in this abominable way, , whit 
guarantee of just and speedy , trials 
would there be in the'ens¢. of for- 

elgners? And,. even with this much 
assured, the lot of any who happen- 

ed to be, imprisoned , would. be too 
horrible to “coritemplate.« If it ‘is 
reform that the Nationalists, are 
aiminis at; there is plenty to engage 
their viittention iid at’ hand ‘in 
Kwangtung. :

‘PITIFUL SCENES AT FUNERAL: ) 


Montreal, Jan, 11. 
“THE Bohorois tones ‘of “Le a 
“Bouriton,” which is only tolled in 
times of' national grief, rang from 
the tower, of Notre Dame Church, 
while the funeral service was held 
in a nelghbouring . church of 36 
children killed in the Gincma dis- 
aster.
